EDITORIAL COMMENT 


STARTING THE SETTLER RIGHT

EKATOR NEWLANDS has introduced the 


following amendment to the bill providing 


appropriations for the Department of Agricul- 
ture: 


For all expenses necessary to enable the Sec- 


ietai> of Agriculture to conduct experiments, to 
ascertain what crops can be most piofltably (grown 
and to demonstrate the best methods of cultivating 
them In the. irrigated districts opened for ,settler., 
ment under the terms of. the 'Keclamatlon Act, ap- 


' proved June 17, 1902, twenty-five thousands-dollars. 


The amount of money-involved in this meas- 


ure 'is small, but the importance of expending it 
wisely arid promptly in the way proposed is'very 
large indeed. It is to be hoped that no heart- 
breaking mistakes will be made in beginning the,, 
cultivation of lands reclaimed by the government^ 
The w.ay tb avoid such mistakes is to permit the: 
scientific men under Secretary Wilson: to do .the 
pioneering in an experimental way. There is,no; 
doubt that their work would attract the widest 
attention and that settlers would accept its results, 
as they would take nothing ::from•'•. any 'private ' 
source". It is a great thing to have expert advice 
from disinterested men in whose good faith and 
wisdom you thoroughly believe.

The difference. between smarting right and 


starting wrong, will make the difference between 
success and failure—between prosperity arid; dis- 
appointment—for' thousands of families: This 
difference will be powerfully reflected in .the 
progress of Nevada and;other,'-States. -It is to,be 
hoped that the amendment: will encounter no 
serious opposition. Little in the matter of cost, 
it is big in its possibilities for good.

of Irrigation crops or of Irrigation methods, and un- 
less they have some opportunity for getting expert 
Information on such matters, it Is feared that many 
of their first attempts at irrigation farming may re- 
sult In failure. 


Such failures would be unfortunate not only to 


the settlers themselves, but to the whole govern- 
ment irrigation ploposltion, since if the percentage 
of failures on any project Is large, the government 
will be put In the embarrassing position of having 
to foreclose on the settlers and deprive them of their 
land, In' some cases after they, have spent everything 
they had in•getting a 'start,. and where their failure 
may have been due to-ho fault of their own,-but 
simply to Ignoi-ahce :of the new conditions. • 


It ls.the:purpose of SenatoriNewlands1 bill to pro' 


vide some aid in the way of advice and example to 
these .new .settlers so that, they .may.:. make as /few 
failures as possible.

New crops have been 
introduced from forelgYi countries, improved varl- 
eties-of native crops are being secured (>y breeding, 
methods have been found-by which alkali may be 
removed from the soil, and ways nave been dis- 
covered of so applying irrigation water that injury 
by'alkali canibe reduced to a minimum.
